Hundreds die in terrorist 
attack on Egypt mosque 


Islamic extremists blasted a crowded mosque with 
rocket-propelled grenades and gunfire on Friday, killing 
more than 200 people and wounding at least 100 others. 
The gunmen escaped. Authorities said the Isis-led assault 
was the deadliest ever in Egypt, and President Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi vowed that the military would persevere 
with its war on terrorism.
